Ohio Legislature Passes Bill 
To Construct Barge Canal 
Connecting Great 
And Ohio River 



The Ohio Legislature before wind- 
ing up its work, took the initative for 
the construction of a barge canal to 
extend fron. the Great Lakes to the 
Ohio river by passing a bill provid- 
ing the' preliminary steps.

Greenville, Ky . Feb. 6— The Bap- 
tist, Methodist, Cumberland, Chris- 
tian and Presbyterian churches of this 
towr have bought the Y. M. G A. 
bnilil'ng here and will operate it on

mid In facilities for making It. to man 
itfiicture unlimited quantities of pow- 
erful explosives out of «lr nnd rock 
It was largely ihe knowledge of this 
fact that forced (Jermuny to surrender 
when she did. 

The secret was secured from Oer 
ninny herself. It wns nn open busi- 
ness transaction hetween MtfrtBBs* 
men. whereby we nppurently to-quired 
nothing more military tlmn I prMVtM 
for nmking a hlch grade fertilizer 
known us cynnnmld. 

Frnnk Shermnn Washburn, lend of 
the group of huslness men who bought 
thla process, conceived Ihe germ of 
the Idea In the early nineties while In 
South America ns consulting oic'lneei 
In connection with the production nnd 
shipping of Chllenn nitrate of soda 
NiirnL'on compounds are nn essential 
pari of nil commercial fertilizers The 
only available nntnrnl nitnite deposits 
In largo quantities arc in Chile. This 

supply wns diminishing. Oertnany, 
which bad been taking nhout one- 
third of the riillenn nitrntes. was al 
ready experimenting with p/oceaaci 
for their artificial product ion. In 1007 

Mr Wnshhurg secured in Oarnutny 

the American rlfhts of the cynnnniid 
process which had been Invented In 
that country. 

Turning Air Into a Wrapon. 

My this process ulr. which is a mix- 
ture of nhout four-fifths nitrogen gn« 
nnd one-fifth oxygon . is placed in con- 
tainers and BOh Jc cWd to pressure and 
cold until It turns to a liquid. Then 
the nitrogen is distilled in much the 
same manner as alcohol is separated 
from water. But h*?fOfa this nitrogen 
Call be used ns n fertilizer it must be 
combined with a chemicnl combination 
of lime ami carbon known ns calcium 
carbide, produced hy burning ordinnry 
limestone In big rotary kilns and con, 
hining It In the electric furnace with 
carbon supplied In the form of ordl- 
narv coke. 

Cynnnmld thus produced contnlns 
the elements of nmmonluin nitrate, one 

• >' •!•». most powerful of modern explo- 
alves. By one process nmmonln Is ex- 
iracted from the cynnnmld. By an- 
other process nitric acid Is extracted 
from nnother hatch of this same sya- 
nunild. Then the ammonia and nitric 
ncid nre combined and there you have 
ammonium nitrate ready for packing 
Into shells with TNT. 

There are three kinds of explosives 
used for bursting shells In modern 
waif a re — TNT. picric acid and nmmo- 
nluin nitrate. The United States was 
equally deficient In raw materials and 
plants for manufacturing all three of 
these explosives. Cnder the best of 
conditions the cost of either TNT or 
nitric acid Is about two nnd one-half 
the cost of ammonium nitrate. But 
the United Stntes wns wholly depend- 
ent upon Chilean nitrate of soda as a 
raw material for ammonium nitrate, 
with the exception of a small produc- 
tion of nitrogen from the coking of 
coal. The Chilean supply was 4,f>00 
miles away from New York City by 
way of the Panama Canul, and the 
route by way of the Straits of Magel- 
lan Is nearly twice as long. 

A Record Building Operation. 

Shortly after the war begun in Eu- 
rope the (ierman government entered 
Into the fixation of air nitrogen for 
unit tar> explosives on a vast scale. It 
wn» not, however, until the full of 1917 
thai the United States government 
took It up. 

The Ordnance Department asked Mr. 
Washburn's company to organize a 
subsidiary corporation, known as the 
Air Nitrates Corporation, with Mr. 
Washburn aa president, to act as 
a^ent »f the government for the con- 
struction and operation of the air nl- 
trMlea plant at Muscle Shoul*, Ala- 
bama. This corporation provided the 
designs, erected the equipment In the 
chemical plants and supervised all the 
other work. It also operated the 
camp, the town and the plant. Other 
work Is sublet to several of the heat 
known organisations In the United 
State*. Westlnghoiise Church Kerr 
I'ompaii) built the plant buildings, the 
rump, the permanent city and utilities. 
The J. (i. White Engineering Corpora- 
tion designed and bulk the nil rale 

• ctd Blast The ML W. KBllBgfJ Com- 
pany furnished the piping and built 
ihe chimneys. On February 10, 1018, 
ground wus broken, and eight months 
and at«M days luter the Mn.000,000 
Muscle Shoals plant begun producing 
ammonium nitrate. In thut brief pe 
rlod L'.'l.tXtO men hail completed Ihe 
plant and around It, where uut a 
IkWBM stood before, had arisen a city 
of i\OO0 Inhabitant*. 

This plmit wheu In full operation 
was ready tu provide 13 per cent of all 
•aplo»n«» to be used by ull ihe alllea 
mi all tha allied front* during the as- 
sarted spring driva of 1011*.

Forest Service. 

Ingenious. Imaginative person* have 
recently proposed as a method of 
fighting forest fires that gas bombs 
be dropped from airplane*. Officials 
of the forest service, department of ag 
rtculture. sny that this suggestion Is 
entirely Imprnctlenl. There I* no anal 
ngy between the suggested method and 
ihe use of poison gas bombs in fight 
Ing. because a fire cannot be "poi- 
soned," but must he smothered. Al- 
though one pnrt of n poison gas to one 
million pnrts of air might he sufficient 
to kill soldiers, yet T.Vt.OOO parts of In- 
ert gns to a million parts of nlr prohn 



I My would not suffice to put out a fire. 

The only kind nf a gns which will as- 
sist In stopping a fire, forest officials 
declare. Is an Inert gas that will 
neither burn nor support combustion, 
such as nitrogen or enrhon dioxide. 

From the standpoint of cheapness 
and ease In handling, enrhon dioxide 
would probnhlv be the most promN 
Ing gns, were gns bombs to be experi- 
mented with In forest fire fighting. 
However, us mion ns an attempt Is 
made to work out prnctlcal plans for 
such nn undertaking difficulties become 
apparent. If an nlrplane, currying fiOO 
pounds of gas bombs containing 3<>l> 
pound* of carbon dioxide, succeeded In 
dropping the bombs exnctly on n fire 
covering some 7tK> squnre feet, and If 
the gns liberated did not escnpe out- 
side this nren or rise more than ten 
feet above the ground, still such Ht at- 
tack would he far from effective. The 
mOBpouncU of gns would he eqnal In 
volume to nhout 3.000 cubic feet, and 
so the iitmnWiere surrounding the fire 



would he ahnnt 43 per 

dioxide and 57 per cent ordinary air. 
Rlnce the air contains 21 per c*nt oxy- 

aen this mixture would contain 21 per 
cent of r.7, or 12 per cent oxygen- 
enough to support combustion. From 
such facts forest service officials he- 

hew that effective use of gas 
for fire fighting In foresta la 
out of the question.

BALLARD FAVORS 
TAXING AUTOS 

To Raise State Road Fund. 
$7,000,000 Needed For Road 
Work in Kentucky. 

Frankfort. Ky.. Jan. 20. — Represen- 
tatives of the Louisville Automobile 
club and members of the joint legisla- 
tive committee now drafting a high- 
ways plan met at the residence of 
Lieutenant (iovernor Ballard here, 
and discussed plans for raising the 
revenue with which to finance the 
road plans. 

It was estimated that it would re- 
quire $7,000,000 to finance the road 
work contemplated Of this sum $2,- 
000,000 will be supplied from the fed- 
eral aid road fund, leaving $5,000,000 
to be raised by the state. 

Lieutenant (iovernor Ballard sug- 
gested a road tax of $1 per horse- 
power on automobiles from which he 
said a fund of $2,000,000 could be 
raised. • 

Albert L. .Terstegge, chief spokes- 
man for the Louisville Automobile 
club said $! per horsepower on au-
